ARREST SEVENTH 
IN GEM RING 


Had Jewels Reported Stolen 
Thursday In Phila­ 
delphia. 


New York. June 5 (AP)—A .sev­ 
enth prisoner and $15,000 in jewels 
were seized Wednesday in the police 
round-up of a nation-wide gem- 
theft ring. 
The round-up already 
had yielded five men and one woman 
and an estimated $800,000 in gems.

I could not make out, but a pene­ 
tratin g m etallic quality in its tone 
recalled to my m ind the livid face 
of ie Balafre. 
T he yoice was blown tow ard me 
through the piling from a point 
somewhere under the w harf and I 
listened. 
The gurgle of the water 
was all I heard, but I did see som e­ 
thing 
A barricade of planking was 
erected against two of the center 
piles in a cross-wise direction. 
I 
thought the planking m ade a right 
ungle turn and ran lengthwise with 
the wharf. 
I knew in a flash w hat it was. 
T he convicts had built an oblong 
enclosure large enough to give their 
launch secret harborage, or they 
had found some sort of an enclosure 
there and adapted it to their needs. 
T he latter, probably. 
A carelessly erected barricade of 
rotting planking beneath a ruined 
w harf would not be ap t to a ttra c t 
the attention of anyone putting cas­ 
ually into the cove.

state claints were in the bomb that 
killed his sister-in-law . Naomi Hall 
Brady, on New Y ear's Day marked 
another step in the prosecutions 
case in his trial today. 
Em m ett Brady, brother of the 
m an on trial and of the victim s 
husband, Herm an Brady, was the 
bual witness of the day. from whom 
this evidence was obtained 
The 
weapon was a fur gun owned by 
Em m ett and he said Leroy had put 
in a brass trigger, instead of the 
original steel one, about tile middle 
of November, at the shop where he 
worked in W ashington 


To Prevent Kut»iiag 
He explained that the change was 
to prevent rusting of the stt*d trig­ 
ger, the gun bemg m ounted on a 
swivel, so ll will fire HUtomaticnllv 


a t any anim al moving the bait witn 
which it is connected 
The special 
prosecutor, J. Wilson Ryan, sought 
to learn why the change of trigger 
was necessary when a cover was 
built 10 protect the gun. but this 
question was withdraw n on defense 
objection.
